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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues again that the NEXPO 
reference does not teach advertisement preparation unit for preparing an advertisement requested by an advertiser. Examiner disagrees. 
The reference clearly teaches a preparation unit for preparing an advertising requested by advertisers as indicated in the final office 
action. Applicant also argues that the reference does not teach a database, which registers a supplier for providing a first service. The 
NEXPO reference teach the companies such as the Marina del Ray transmits ads to more than 5o newspapers, Mission Critical have 30 
newspaper clients, GMTI serves 20 Gannett newspapers and 30 others with online Advertising system. These newspaper companies to 
be registered by the service provide, such as GMIT, is an inherent feature. 

Applicant amended the claim to differentiate the users from the advertisers. In this case the users might be customers who subscribe to 
newspapers, changes the scope of the claim and requires further search and consideration. 
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
